The results,.as I said, were 
exactly what one would have anticipated—the de- 
velopment of tens of thousands of cases of tuber- 
culesis among the troops. By the end of*Decem- 
ber, 1915, 86,000 soldiers had been returned to their 
homes with active tuberculosis diseases.

France Has Never Done Much 
to Eradicate the White Plague 


“Before the war France had. done practcially 
nothing for the prevention of the spread of tuber- 
culosis, except for some private institutions, and 
the authorities had never taken any official cogni- 
zance of the disease nor was notification of its 
outbreak ever required anywhere tn France, nor 
is it even now. 

“Virtually no provisions had been made for any 
ihstitutions where either the early or advanced 
cases could be cared for. At the beginning of the 
war there were in the whole of France only about 


| 100 sanitarium beds, and even these were in pri- 


“France faces three urgent problems which must 
be solved without a day’s unnecessary delay and

This method of caring for cases 
of pulmonary tuberculosis was prohibited in New 
York more than 20 years ago by the health author- 
ities. 

“France mobilized her enormous army with 
great rapidity and without any fhorough physical 
examination of the men, and thus enrolled under 
the stress of the situation many individuals suf- 
fering from tuberculosis. Proper examinations 
were impossible and pulmonary tuberculosis, 
which was widely disseminated among the general 
public, found its way into the army. Large num- 
bers of men in latent and early stages of the 
disease were mobilized. Many of the men thus 
enrolled in the army rapidly developed pulmonary 
tuberculosis in the preliminary training camps, 
while still more broke down when subjected to 
the strains and hardships incident to the life at 
the front. 

“I think few of us realize how different are the 
living conditions imposed on the troops by modern 
warfare from those obtaining In most previous 
wars. They are absolutely unlike those which 
we are accustomed to associate with an army in 
the field. We think of armies as living in tents 
in the open air under the best hygienic conditions, 
at least, so far as light, fresh air and life in the 
open are concerned. In France during the present 
war quite the reverse of this has been the case. 


Dug-Out and Trench Life e 
Favorable for Tuberculosis Germs 


“The troops, instead of living in tents and in 
the open air when they go to the front, live in 
trenches, often wet and always damp, always cold, 
or they are in dugouts underground, still more 
damp and colder. Then, relieved from duty in the 
front fighting lines, they are billeted in peasant 
houses in towns and villages, or in farmhouses 


ed for, and if we further accept the same con- 
servative ratio of tuberculosis among the re- 
maining 30,000,000 people, we should have 150,000 
cases to add to the 150,000 discharged from the 
army. | 

“To these 300,000 cases in France’s present civil 
population, which are continually being increased 
by the return of new'cases from detention camps, 
at least 200,000 will be added as soon as the war 
is over. | 

“Remember, in the departments of France 
which are occupied by the Germans, or were until 
the recent retreat, there were before the war about 
4,250,000 people, and after what they have gone 
through in the last two and a half years it is 
conservative to estimate that 5 or 6 per cent of 
them are suffering from tuberculosis. That would 
give more than 200,000 additional cases. 

“About half of these 4,260,000 inhabitants, or, 
say, about 2,000,000 people, fled from their homes 
before the first German invasion and after the 
Battle of the Marne and the establishment of the 
lines which have been so long held. These 
refugees were scattered along the front and in 
the villages and towns nearest their previous 
homes, and a good many of them remained in 
Paris, which was not far from the front. At one 
time the German army was only 14 miles from 
Paris and even during the past winter the nearest 
point of the lines was only about 40 miles from 
Paris. 

“These 2,000,000 people have been living in the 
villages and towns near the lines under the most 
unfavorable condi They are homeless, ab- 
solutely without resources and dependent entirely 
upon charity organizations for their living, and 
there has been an enormous amount of tubercu- 
losis among them—how much, of course, it is im- 
possible to determine accurately. 

“Aside from these there are about 2,250,000 peo- 
ple back of the German lines, civilian prisoners in 
Germany, who are living partly in their homes, 
partly in concentration camps and partly deported 
into Germany. All of these in the middle age of 
life, both men and women, practically all of them 
between the ages of 19 and 45, have been deported

rope. Even if Berlin felt it necessary 
to defer this step, Americans. wouid 
none the less be forced to prepare for 
the inevitable struggle and to serve an 
apprenticeship to militarism which 
would be odious to them. If Americans, 
then, see things as they really are and 
perceive the dangers to which they are 
pledging their future, they will be con- 
Vinced that they, quite as muck as Eu 
ropeans, have a vital interest in the 
annihilation of pan-Germanism. In 4 
word, it is clear that any peril ac- 
cruing to the United States from Europe 
can arise only from so formidable a| 
power as pan-Germany, and not from a 
Germany kept within her. legitimate 
frontiers and forced to behave herself, 
by the balance of other Powers. 

Moral Consideration. — 

We must also realize that the moral 
considerations at stake are a matter 
of the liveliest interest to the United 
States. Can republican America allow 
the feudal spirit which kindled the torch 
of this war to triumph over the world? 
This spirit is made up of the following 
elements: the feudalism of the Prus- 
sian Junkers, chief prop and stay of 
the Hohenzollerns; the feudalism of the 
great Austrian land owners: the feud- 
alism of the Magyar grandees, whose 
caste-spirit is precisely the same as 
that of the Prussian lordlings, and the 
Turkish feudalism of Enver Bey and 
his friends. In other words, this four- 
ply feudal spirit which is the basis of 
pan-Germany is in radical and abso-

of the modern world. Granting for a 
moment that Germany were victorious, 
Russia, after a frightful reign of an- 
archy, would be forced to submit once 
more to the yoke of autocracy. As for 
the peoples of Western Europe, reduced 
to worse than slavery, they could only 
renounce their dearest ideals—the idea's 
for which they have shed their blood 
for centuries. 

The present war, then, is manifeat- 
ly a struggle a outrance between 
democracy and feudalism. To Amer- 
icans as well as to Buropeans falis 
the task, not only of preserving their 
corporeal independence, but of sav- 
ing our common civilization. This 
can be accomplished only by the de- 
struction-of pan-Germanism. 

Berlin’s Peace Pian. 

It is plain that Berlin, failing so 
far to crush the allies completely, is 
bending every effort to maintaining 
pan-Germany in its present position, 
so that, after peace is declared, it 
may crystallize and swiftly develop 
its full power. When, in December, 
1916, President Wilson requested the 
belligerentse to make known the 
causes for which they were fighting, 
the Government of Berlin issued no 
definite statement. The reason for 
this attitude is plain. If Berlin still 
hopes to enforce her outrageous pre- 
tefisions by her immense military 
power, she cannot possibly put down 
her terms in black and white, in a 
document subject to general perusal. 
without instantly calling down on her 
head the blazing reprobation of the 
civilized world. 

The allies, on the contrary, replied 
to Mr. Wilson’s question easily and 
with precision. 

The universal attention drawn to 
this reply has entailed advantages 
and disadvantages. By the very na- 
ture of things, the allies definitely 
announced that the smaller national- 
ities in Turkey, Austria-Hungary, and 
the Balkans must be set free, thus im- 
plying a radical opposition to the 
Hamburg-Persian Gulf idea. This has 
enabled Berlin, for one thing, to bind 
her accomplices at Vienna, Budapest, 
Sofia and Constantinople more close- 
ly, if possible, to her cause, and also 
to galvanize for a still longer pertod 
the forces of the German people, who 
are resolved to endure the bitterest 
suffering in order to assure for them- 
selves, after peace comes, the im- 
mense advantages accruing from the 
fait accompli of Pan-Germanism. 

By way of compensation for thia, 
the publicity given the-reply of the 
allies has accomplished two excellent 
ends. First of all, it has permitted 
every one to see that the common 
purpose of the allies is to solve the 
Central European problem, which, as 
a matter of fact, is not only Euro- 
pean, but of universal interest, since 
such a solution puts a quietus on 
German 4&feams of world-domination. 
This publicity, too, has made it pos- 
sible to compare the principles in- 
voked by the allies in their peace 
terms with those of President Willison, 
proclaimed in his message to the Sen- 
ate on Jan. 22, 1917, and to establish 
the fact that these principles are 
identical. — 

German Agents in Russia. 

Let us now accept the following 
facts: The troops of France are begin- 
ning to be exhausted. The iniquitous 
administration of the Czar has sert- 
ously compromised the provisioning of 
the Russtan army with food and muni- 
tions. In that vast country, it is pos- 
sible that idealistic extremists may guide 
the revolution toward pacifism or an- 
archy. The swarming agents of Ger- 
many are working there without res 
pite. If their efforts succeed, the 
strength of Russia will swiftly dissolve. 
This would practically insure a Ger- 
man victory, for, with the Russian 
armies demoralized, all the forces of 
Pan-Germany could be flung against 
the PFranco-British front. Moreover, 
if, from the moral standpoint, the Ber- 
lin Government is universally to be de- 
spised, the same cannot be said about her 
general technical military ability, whose 
clements are as follows: 

Berlin is incontestably mistress of 
Pan-Germany—that is, she has absolute 
disposal of vast resources in men and in 
the manifold products of a great ter- 
ritory with a population of 176,000,000 The 
Kaiser’s Great General Staff, whose in- 
teilectual resourcefulness cannot be 
questioned, is quick to make the most 
of every lesson taught by the war. The 
annual levies of mén from the various 
territories of Pan-Germany certainly 
outnumber the losses sustained each 
year by her troops. It is therefore, in 
my opinion, a grave error to assumeé, as 
the allies have done, that the Germans 
can be beaten by mere attrition of their 
forces. By organizing under one uni- 
form system the soldiery furnished by 
the many di*erent countries of Pan- 
Germany, Prussian militarism has un- 
questionably given its troops a cohesion 
and a unity which was unknown to the 
vassal-allies of Germany before the war. 
This state of affairs has undoubtedly 
added to the military effectiveness of the 
vast armies which take their orders 
from Berlin. 


Advanta ef Erro 
The German military authorities most 


advantageously employed the respites 
given them by the strategic errors of 
the allies. Never have the broad lines 
of trenches, the far-lung battle fron- 
tlers, been more powerfully guarded 
then now. Never have the Germans 
had more abundant stores of munitions. 
Nover has the network of railways 
covering the length and breadth of 
Pan-Germany been so complete. Never 
has the Great General Staff, making ful! 
use of its central position, been better 
able to concentrate on any front with 
lightning speed. For these reasons, ft 
is my opinion that we may safely say 
that never before has the Berlin Gov- 
ernment, from a military point of view, 
been so strong. The various statistics 
which justify such a conclusion are, I 
think, to be relied on. Even supposing 
them to be exaggerated, it is much bet- 
ter to run the risk of overestimating 
the enemy’s strength than to undereett- 
mate it. Many of the allies’ mistakes 


sprang from neglect of this axiom. 
German Plans fer 1917. 

Let us now attempt to forecast the 
German military plang for 1917. For 
some weeks persistent reports have 
been telling of their tremendous prep- 
arations for hurling dn offensive 
againet the Russian front.

Conditions at the industrial farm were 
reported to be excellent, the grand 
jury announcing that it especially was 
impressed by the manner of housing the 
boys, and their use in producing gar- 
den truck, fruits and poultry. 

This condition was contrasted with 

the condition at the workhouse, where, 
the grand jury reported, it found the 
prisohers could be better employed than 
in the rock quarry, which provides the 
only means of employment. The report

jafl and workhouse be established. 
' ‘The city jail was found to be crowd- 
ed and the grand jury recommended that 
prisoners under sentence be transferred 
to the penitentiary or workhouse im- 
mediately after sentence is imposed. 

The only comment on conditions at the 
city hospital was that the interior of 
the building appears to be in an in-

"We found the food at the city insti- 
tutions ‘of. inferior’ quality,. not what 
would be expected under normal con- 
citions,”” the grand ju reported. 

After stating that the condition might 
be due to an effort on the part of! 
contractors to save themselves from 
licsses on account of increased prices 
they were sk ty sete to pay, the grand 
jury said: 

“We also found a lack “ot inspection 
of the foodstuffs furnished, which food- 
stuffs were consumed, although of in- 
forior quality. After the Supply De- 
partment was advised of this condition 
it was remedied temporarily. We be- 
Heve, however, that inspections should 
he more critical and more frequent, es- 
pecially of meat and bread.”

| “Now to deal with the problem I 
have attempted to outlize, there are 
available in France at the present 
time only about 11,000 peds in the so- 
celled sanitary stations which have 
| been created since the war began and 
in the special hospitals and sanitaria 
for tuberculosis. It is pathetically 
inadequate. The best the French hope 
to do is to increase the number of 
beds to 15,000 or 16,000 before the 
end of this year. Then there are a 
few dispensaries; well-organized, 
well-equipped and administered—but 
only about a dozen in all—and a few 
other dispensaries which have done, 
and can do, comparatively little work. 
“One striking lesson may be brought 
home by a comparison between the éx- 
perience of France with England in 
this matter of tuberculdsis. The English 
public health service is the best in 
the world, it is even more progressive 
than our own and far better than Ger- 
many’s ever was. As a result, England 
was able to raise an army of 5,000,000 
men, and I doubt very mucir if they 
have had 6000 cases of tuberculosis 
since the war began. 
“Slight suspicion of it caused the 
rejection of a recruit and "lung trouble” 
yas about as popular as smallpox would 
have been with the army doctors. At 
the first suspicion of tuberculosis @ 
man was returned home for isolation 
and observation and the result is that 
England has no tuberculosis problem 
at all, while France has a problem of 
such magnitude that it threatens the 
future vitality of her race and the eco- 
nomic development of her people. 
“The contrast between England and 
France is all the more striking and in- 
structive in that it proves conclusively 
that it is not because measures for the 
prevention of tuberculosis are wanting 
or inefficient that tuberculosis has be- 
come suth a serious problem in France, 
it is simply because the well-tried 
measures have not been applied both 
before and since the outbreak of the 
war in an efficient manner. In England 
the tuberculosis problem had been met 
efficiently before the war; in France, 
on the other hand, virtually nothing 
had been done. 
Dr. Biggs then went on to tell me the 
lack of surgeons and trained nurses 
at the front is due partly to the enorm- 
ous number of men engaged at one 
time which results in the wounded be- 
ing sent back by the thousands after 
a heavy engagement, and partly to the 
very large number of doctors who have 
been killed in action. Dr. Biggs said: 
“No one who has not actually been at 
the front can have a right conception 
of the work the medical units do and 
of the dangers they undergo. At the 
beginning of the war doctors, who from 
the military standpoint, are noncom- 
batants, had heavier losses compara- 
ticely than any other branch of the ser-, 
vice. Indeed, the highest losses oc- 
curred in the medical units, then ia 
the infantry regiments, then in the ar- 
tillery and lastly of all tn the Aviation 
Corps. That sounds entirely topsy-turvy, 
I know, but it was true. Aviation was 
the safest and the Red Cross the most 
dangerous of the service. 
“The result has been that England 
and France have been virtually stripped 
of surgeons and doctors, thousands of 
skilled lives have been sacrificed be- 
cause no one could imagine that doc- 
tors tending to the wounded would oe 
shot and bayonetted and gased as they 
have been. Now all the competent op- 
erators are well back of the lines and 
the wounded are brought back by am- 
bulance drivers, who pick them up after 
dark. It is dangerous work at that and 
one in which American youths have 
specially distinguished themselves. 
“Then, of course, there is another 
phase. It is that military surgery is 
not the surgery of civil life. It is an 
entirely different thing. In ordinary 
practice it is quite a rare thing for a 
surgeon to cut off arms and legs and 
do important plastic work on men’s/ 
faces. Chances have to be taken at base 
hospitals which would seem out of the 
question to the most progressive men in 
civil practice. However, thanks to early 
inoculations for tetanus, and to a liberal 
use of iodine, many Hves have been 
saved. ; 


“Gangrene has caused a great deal of 

trouble and our methods have made én- 
ormous progress, but although each sur- 
geon does the work of 10 men, more and 
more are needed. Here again Ameri- 
cans nave greatly distinguished them- 
Selves, as their technique is far superior 
to that of the French doctors. Wher- 
ever the Carrel treatment has been 
properly put into effect it has given 
great results; indeed, I can say alto- 
gether extraordinary results, but the 
difficulty is that it needs a high degree 
of scientific knowledge, combined with 
the finest technique in order to insurs 
its success. 
“It is to America that France and 
England must look for surgeons and 
trained nurses. We have about 150,00) 
doctors in the United States. Ths 
trouble is that so few of them spea« 
French, and because it gives the pa- 
tient confidence and enables the physi- 
cian to give instructions for the proper 
nursing of his cases. There are already 
1000 American doctors elther on their 
way or about to start for Europe, ani 
We ought to send many thousands more. 
To each I would say, learn French."

LONDON, June 2.—An {interesting ac- 
count of the last days of Prince Kari 
Friedrich, nephew of the German Em- 
peror, who was wounded when flying 
and taken prisoner by the Austrailans,

ter, wha is official chaplain to the Ger- 
man prisoners in the General Hospita! 
in France. 

‘If IT am anything,’ the minister 
quoted the Prince as saying to him, “I 
am a sport.

The 
companies that are pushing the sale 
are contributing their services and the 
services of their principal officials and 
many of their employes to the Govern- 
ment.

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U.S. FIGHTER IS PROPOSED 


Plan Is to Selevae Wi Free Policies for 
Soldiers and Sailors in Lieu 
of Penston, 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Plans for 
issuing $4000 free Government in- 
Surance on the life of évery Ameri- 
can soldier and sailor during the war 
in lieu of Pepsion arrangements, -will 
be taken up next week by the Coun- 
cil of National Defense. A report 
prepared by Assistant Secretary 
Sweet of the Commerce Department, 
urges that the insurance be provided 
before troops are sent to France.

SUN SPOTS CAUSED RECENT 
TORNADOES, ASTRONOMER SAYS 


Brother Hubert Predicts Another 
Storm Period Between June 
14 and 22. 

Brother Hubert of Christian Broth- 
ers’ College, astronomer and student 
of sun spots, said last night that sun 
spots had caused the tornadoes of the 
past week in Illinois, Missouri and 
Oklahoma, and that another storm 
and tornado period, from the same 
cause may be expected between June 
14 and June 22, 

July 23, last, in the midst of a sev- 
ere drouth, Brother Huhert predicted, 
from his observation of the sun spots, 
that rain would come within 36 hours. 
It did not com®, and the only explana- 
tion the scientist was able to make 
was that i signs failina dry sea- 
son.’ 

Brother Hubert said he predicted 
the recent tornado period in talks 
with his pupils. The sun spots which 
heralded that period have dispersed, 
he said, but another group of spots 
has begun to form, and this indicates 
that the sun is preparing to give off 
great quantities of electric energy. 
He believes the coming storm period 
will be longer in duration than the 
recent one, but says the storms may 
not be so violent.

HOUSE FOOD BILL 


SHARPLY AMENDED, 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Storing of Foodstuffs, Fuel and 
Other Necessaries Is Dras- 


tically Restricted. 


CHECK ON SPECULATION 


Inquisitorial Power Given Secre- 


tary of_AgricuJture on Food 
Resouces Is Curtailed. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.+-The first 
of the administration food bills, al- 
ready passed by the House, passed 
the Senate late today without a \rec- 
ord vote. Numerous amendments 


were attached to the measure, which 
provides for a food survey-and crop 
Stimulation, and it was sent to con- 
ference, where the differences will 
be thrashed out while the two houses 
are considering the second adminis- 
tration measure, providing for food 
control and price fixing. 

The bill as finally accepted by the 
Senate provides for a comprehensive 
gurvey of food resources, and for the 
stimulation of agriculture, and re- 
stricts drastically the storing of food- 
stuffs, fuel and other necessaries 
and speculation in futures. The re- 
strictive provisions were added by 
the Senate. The bill carries a totdl 
appropriation of approximately $11,- 
000,000, compared with $14,770,000 as 
it passed the House. 

Hoading or storage of food, fuel or 
other necessaries of life in order to 
limit the supply or affect prices 
would be made a felony under the 
Senate hoarding amendment, but 
farmers who hold their own products 
would be excepted. The amendment 
restricting future trading provides: 

Restraint of Speculatton. 

“If at any time during the pendency 
of the existing war between the 
United States and the German empire, 
the President of the United States 
shall find that dealings in futures in 
or about any grain exchange, unduly 
or unreasonably raise or enhance the 
price of wheat or other food cereals, 
Y¥te the injury of the people of the 
nited States, he may at once request 
the ‘traders {n such exchange to dis- 
continue for a. tinge #pecified by him 
all dealings in futures. 

““TIn case such request of the President 
is not promptly complied with, then ‘he 
is hereby empowered to order such 
dealings in futures, as last aforesaid, to 
be entirely suspended and discontinued 
for such limited time as he may direct, 
and if such order is not promptly com- 
plied with he may, by proclamation, de- 
clare such exchange closed and there- 
after it shall be unlawful to utilize or 
permit to be utilized, such building or 
room as a grain exchange or for any 
person being a trader in grain on such 
exchange to engage in the business as 
theretofore conducted on or at such 
closed exchange. 

“Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be punished by 
a fine of not less/than $590 or by impris- 
onment for not more than one year, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment.” 

The Senate also voted to curtail the 
inquisitorial power given the Secretary 
of Agriculture in the investigation of 
food resources. The House Dill would 
compel the attendance of witnesses and 
the submiggion of booKSand other rec- 
ords, under heavy penalty. 

The Senate Agriculture Committee 
amended the provision so as to give 
the Secretary general authorization to 
nvestigate the food situation, making 
it the “duty of any person, when re- 
quested by the Secretary, to answer all 
questions necessary to carry into effect 
the vrovision of this section.”’ 

The House appropriation of $2,522,000 to 
pay for the survey was acecpted un- 
changed. 

The section authorizing the Govern- 
ment to sell seeds to the farmers also 
was amended so as to provide that sales 
be made for cash only. The power to 
gcompel persons having seeds at their 
disposal tt furnish them to the Gov- 
ernment was greatly curtailed and the 
appropriation carried for the work was 
reduced to $2,500,000. 

The House appropriation for eradica- 
tion of livestock diseases was eliminated 
and an appropriation of $880,000 was 
added to stimulate livestock production.

STRANGE WORKING 


PARTIES BEHIND 
GERMAN LINES 


British Prisoners, Under Guard, 
Reported to Be Laboring 
Near Front Trenches. 


MORE OPEN FIGHTING 


Three English Patrols Get Lost 
Behind Enemy Lines; Escape 
by Hiding in Crater.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 

FRANCE, via London, June 2.—While 

overcast skies have limited the aerial 


offensive, British pilots continue to 
bring in accounts of German airplanes 
breaking to pieces in the air shortly 
after being attacked, Once shot out or 
control, the German pianes have lost 
their wings, tails and other gear to 
such an extent that when they crash to 
the ground very little wreckage can be 
seen. 

A day or two ago a British pilot flew 
at an enemy machine head on, maneu- 
vering just in time to avoid a collision. 
One of the wings of the British plane 
scraped one of the German wings, 
whereupon the latter began to fall. The 
British pilot dived after him and was 
startled to see the German’s damaged 
wings fly completely off, while the ‘tuil 
dragged as if its back was broken. 

Whether the faultiness in so many 
German machines is due to the speed 
with which the Germans have to turn 
them out or to the lack of suitable ma- 
terial is a matter of no concern on this 
side of the line. 

Floating Clouds as Sereens. 

Recent attempts by the Germans to 
use floating clouds as screens {or air- 
plane raids have led'to some rather 
spectacular sky bombardments from 
anti-aircraft guns. These guns have oc- 
casionally driven the raiders from cover 
and forced them to turn back over their 
own line. German aviators seem es- 
pecially trained in the defensive ure of 
clouds, for during air battles, if a vst 


of passing vapor is available they in- 


variably dive or sidestep into it. ‘This fs 
only another demonstration of tie Ger- 
man passion for digging in, such as first 
brought the world war to trench fight-. 
ing. The Germans Gig in on the land, 
in the air afid under the sea. =. 

The artillery activity appears gradual- 
ly to be growing in intensity along most 
of. the British front, with raids and 
counter raids going on first in une sec- 
tor and then in another. These raids 
are the means that the armies have of 
keeping in touch with the enemy and 
harassing him. First introduced in the 
British armies by the Canadians, raius 
were taken up by the French and Ger- 
mans. The last named were never ver, 
successful at the art, however, although 
ently Captured Germans asserted 
their company commanders promised 
them iron crosses and long leaves of ab- 
sence if they. brought back aver one 
British prisoner in a. raid. 

Strange working parties recently 
have been seen just behind the Ger- 
man front line. They labor under the 
eyes of German guards with bayonets 
fixed. The workers are clad ina 
sort of gray uniform, but wear straw 
hats, derbies or civilian caps such as 
often are given to prisoners of war. 
It has been reported many times late- 
ly that the Germans are deliberately 
working British prisoners in very 
close proximity to the front line. 

Hid in Shell Hole. 

Three British soldiers who had been 
given up as lost returned to their 
lines yesterday after three days’ be- 
hind the German outposts without 
food. The trio became lost on patrol 
duty and discovered they were inside 
the German lines. They hid in a 
shell hole during the daytime and 
tried for three successive nights to 
return to the British lines before they 
finally succeeded. 

Such experiences are possible now- 
adays with a ragged and irregular 
front line for outpost positions as 
they exist in the battle area east of 
Arras. The fighting there is more 
difficult in some Ways than when the 
armies were in fixed trench positions. 
Then ench side became accustomed 
to the other’s trench habits and the 
slightest unfamiliar move by day er 
night had an easily defined signifi- 
cance. Fast of Arras at present there 
are only short stretches of trenches 
with posts between them, but each 
shell hole is a potential-strong point 
and may hold a nest of machine guns. 
A chain of connected shell craters

The State 
Department has forwarded the infor- 
mation received to Venezuela for the 
consideration of Venezuela officials. 

The exact nature of the advices is 
withheld, but officials permitted it to 
become known today that the report had 
caused some concern here. They indi- 
cated that they had positive confirma- 
tion of overtures designed to secure con- 
trol of the island; but that they were 
uncertain whether the effort had met 
with any degree of success. 

Officials do not believe the Gov- 
ernment of Venezuela would be party 
to any such alienation of territory. 
Venezuela is one of the South Ameri- 
can Governments that have joined in 
protesting against submarjne war- 
fare as conducted by Germany. 

It has been known by the Ameri- 
can Government for weeks, however, 
that German influences actively have 
been at work in Venezuela and that 
indirect if not direct means have 
been used by agents of the German 
Emperor to get popular and official 
sympathy.

Advises Empress That Hinden- 
burg Has Reported That Great 
Effort Has Failed. 


WIRES EMPEROR CHARLES 


Congratulates Austrian Ruler on 
Tenacious Fighting of the 
Isonzo Army. 


BERLIN, via London, June 2.—The 
French and British offensive on the 
western front has come to a defirite 
conclusion, according to a report from 
Field Maréhal von Hindenburg to Em- 
peror William. Official announcement 
is made that the Emperor has sent the 


following telegram to the Empress at 
Hamburg Castle: 

“According to a report from Field 
Marshai von Hindenburg, the great Brit- 
ish and French spring offensive has 
come to a certain conclusion. Prepared 
since autumn and announced since win- 
ter, the attack of the British and b‘rench 
armies, supported by, powerful masses of 
artillery and technical resources of all 
kinds, has failed after seven weeks of 
hard struggle. God's ald has granted 
‘our incomparable troops superhuman 
force to accomplish these excellent acts 
and endure successfully the mightiest 
battles ever seen in the history of war. 
All our heroes by their deeds command 
the respect and gratitude which every 
German feels. The Lord be praised. 
glory for His help, and thanks for such 
magnificent people in arms.” 

Wires Emperor Charles. 

Emperor William also has sent a tele- 
gram of congratulations to Emperor 
Charles on the Austrian resistance to 
the Italian attagk on the Isonzo front, 
saying: 

“In a tenacious struggle the Isonzo 
army defied the mighty and stubborn 
enemy and caused him to fail. I con- 
gratulate you and your brave troops 
on this great success. God will be witn 
us further.” 

The Emperor has sent the follow- 
ing telegram to the Crown Prince in 
France: 

“On my visit to the front I only 
had an opportunity to address deputa- 
tions of the armies, which under your 
command, have in the last two 
months frustrated the great French 
attempts to treak through on- the 
Aisne, and in Champagne. I charge 
‘you to express the thanks of myéelf 
and the fatherland to all the leaders 
and troops, who in these difficult 
weeks, exerted all their energies and 


lives, and by whose tron determina- 
tion the enemy's assaults were shat- 
tered. eo 
' “The German. faetherand) is proud 
of its brave’ sons ahd’ full of confi- 
dence that new fighting will also bring 
new victories.” ; 
Message to Bavarian Prince. 

The Emperor has telegraphed the 
Crown Prince of Bavaria as follows: 

‘On the battlefield of Arras the 
troops from all parts of Germany, 
under your command have in the fierce 
battles of the last two monhs brought 
England’s warlike intentions at this 
point to naught. Iron determination 
and firm will to victory spoke from 
the eyes of those whom I saw in my 
visit. A similar feeling fills the en- 
tire army. 

“With me, the German fatherland 
thanks its sons for théir loyal devo- 
tion to our great German cause. Make 
it known to all the leaders and 
troops that my thanks are couplhd 
with confidence that with God’s help 
they will be victorious also in the 
fighting in the future.”

WASHINGTON, June 2.—In_ re- 
sponse to the Senate’s resolution of 
inquiry, Secretary Redfield notified 
Congress today that on May 1 there 
were under construction in the United 
States 537 steel vessels with tonnage 
of 2,039,000 and 167 wooden vessels, 
aggregating 214,700 tons. The fig- 
ures aré nearly double those~ of a 
year ago. 

Lumber for 100 wooden ships has 
been ordered from members of the 
Southern Pine Assotiation by Major- 
General George W. Goethals, general 
manager of the Shipping Board’s 
emergency fleet corporation. The 
price is $35 a thousand feet at the 
mrilis. , Nii 

“The contracts for these ships have 
not yet. been let,” said Gen. Goethals, 
“put should be expected to be award- 
ed within the next $0 days. As soon 
as the contracts are let notification 
will be forwarded to mills to begin 
on the timbers and to ship to points 
where the vessels will be built.” 

Contracts for about 6 wooden ships 
and half as many steel vessels al- 
ready have’ been awarded. Gen. 
Goethals expects within 18 months 
to turn out at least 3;000,000 tons of 
steel vessels, and as many wooden 
ships as the country can build.

law forbidding the divulgence of 
testimony before grand juries. 

I am convinced, however, that 
there is sufficient evidence to 
warrant an invéstigation to ascer- 
tain whether or. not crimes and 
offenses against the State have 
been committed outside the juris- 
diction of the city of “St. Louis in 
connection with thé: police fund 
matter; the jurisdiction of this of- 
fice, so far as indictments gre con- 
cerned, being limited to the city 
of St. Louis. 

In order that I may lawfully 
give to the Attorney-General of 
the State the information now in 
my possession concerning these > 
matters outside the jurisdiction of 
St. Louis, I most respectfully re- 
quest that you direct the Attor- 
ney-General at once-to co-operate 
with me in this investigation un- 
der the provisions of 967, Revised 
Statutes, of Mo. of 1909. 

I make this request so that it may 
be definitely determined whether or 
not any one is guilty of a crime in 
any part of this State in connection 
with the police salary increase bill. 

“Discloses Grave Situation,” 
The grand jury .report, to.which the 

Circuit Attorney_referred in his let- 
ter, contains the statement that evi- 
dence before it “discloses a grave ani 
alarming situation in the police af- 
fairs of this city.” 

“The grand jury has devoted practi- 
callly all its time since May 17 in- 
‘yvestigating the passage of a Dill in 
the Missouri Legislature increasing 
the pay of police officers in the City 
of St. Louis,” the grand jury says in 
its report to Judge Shields. 

“This is the most important matter 
presented to us for consideration, im- 
portant because it concerns the peo- 
ple of the entire State with reference 
to a matter of legislation of vital im- 
portance to the people. 

“People through their representa- 
tives enact the laws, and the laws 
enacted should be the expression of 
the voice of the people, and should 
be free from all suspicion of improper 
and corrupt influences, for upon this 
depends the existence of Government. 

“We are strongly impressed with 
the idea that this matter of legisla- 
tion should be thoroughly investi- 
gated, for enough testimony has been 
preesnted to us to convince this body 
that: the passage of it was obtained 
in a manner and by means that should 
be condemned by all law-abiding 
citizens. 

“It is a sad commentary -upon the 
conditions prevailing amongst police 
officers of the City of St. Louis when 
policemen who are especially. charged 
with the enforcement of the Jaw be- 
come themselves, either ignorantly 
or purposely, the instrumeritalities 
for prostituting the very sources and 
fountain of law. : 

Many Witnesses Called. 

“This investigation was commenced 
and has been conducted in a vigorous, 
painstaking and thorough manner. A 
large number of witnesses were called 
and subjected to a searching examina- 
tion. Everyone who knew or was sup- 
posed to know anything about this mat- 
ter was called before us. 

“The evidence before the grand jury 
discloses a grave and alarming situa- 
tion in the police affairs of this city, and 
we recommend that the next grand jury 
take this matter up without delay and 
give it a thorough and painstaking in- 
vestigation. The Matter is one which 
should be vigorously probed and those 
responsible for this condition punished.” 

With its report the grand jury for- 
mally returned into court indictments, 
which were voted and made public 10 
days ago, against Representative Farris: 
John J.° Mackay, a .Rolla_ spectacle 
vendor, and Patrolman Ray Cummins. 
secretary of the Police Relief Associa- 
tion. They are charged with having en- 
tered into a conspiracy to commit a 
felony in connection with the passage of 
the police salary increase bill. 

The indictments allege that there was 
a conspiracy to collect $15,585 from po- 
licemen to pay for the passage of the 
bill.

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OF CLASSICAL EDUCATION 


Roosevelt and Taft Also Advise 
Against Elimination as Advocated 
by Rockefeller Board Member. 
PRINCETON, N. J., June 2—Presi- 
dent Wilson and‘ former Présidents 
Roosevelt and Taft, in statements pre- 


jpared by them and read today at a 


conference under the auspices of Prince- 
ton University, favor rétention of clas- 
sical education. 

The purpdse of the conference was to 
combat life and trend towards the e!im- 
ination of classical studies from school 


and college curricula as favored by 
Abraham Flexner of the General Edu- 
cational Board under the Rockefeller 
Foundation. President Wilson wrote: 
“What yau cannot find a substitute 
for, is the classics as Nterature;: and 
there can be no first-hand centact with 
that literature if you will not master 
the grammar and the syntax which con- 
vey its subtle power. ' 
**Your enlightenment depends upon the 
company you keep. You do not know 
the world until you know the men who 
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upon it.” 

Mr. Taft wrote that in addition to the 
mental discipline which study of the 
classics affords they are most helpful in 
the matter of correct English style. 

Roosevelt wrote that a cultural edu- 
cation must include the classics. ‘“‘Every 
liberal] course,”"S he said, “should also 
include a wide“sweep of general history, 
fora \ifberal scholar should certainly{ 
have vividly. in mind the tremendous 
drama of man’s progress through the 
ages.

Arthur Henderson Received by 
'Ministers—Workmen Take 
Control at Kronstadt. 


PETROGRAD, June 2.—Arthur 
Henderson, member of the British 
War Council and Minister without 
portfolio, has arrived here. He was 
met at the station by Minister ot For- 
eign Affairs Tereschtenko and later vas 
introduced to the other ministers. 

Countess Panin, well known for her 
organization of popular philanthrovics, 
has been offered the post of Assistant 
Minister in the new Department of Pup- 
lic Welfare. 

A. lL. Kenevaloff, who resigned yested- 
day as minister of commerce and trade, 
is quoted today by the official news: 
agency as saying in explaining the mo- 
tives for his resignation that the pres- 
ent Government should make way for 
a homogeneous Socialist Government. 
No successor has been named. 

A decision of the Workmen’s and So!- 
diers’ delegates to assume control of 
Kronstaat, the great fortress which de- 
fends Petrograd, was reached by a vote 
of 210 to 40, with eight of the delegates 
abstaining from voting. 

It was announced by the Workmen’s 
and Soldiers’ delegates that henceforth 
the relations of Kronstadt and Petro- 
grad and the remainder of Russia will 
be only through the intermediary of tte 
Petrograd branch of the delegates... The 
local Workmen's and Soldiers’ council 
at Kronstadt announces that 
taken in its hands the effective power 
of Kronstadt and that it has remcved 
all the Government’s representatives. 

A delegation from the Kronstadt coun: 
cil has arrived here and has been re- 
ceived by a committee from the Petro- 
grad council. Although declaring them- 
selves in agreement with the Petrpgrad 
body, the report of the Kronstadt dele- 
gation indicates that they do not fully 
comprehend the relations between the 
Government and the Petrograd council 

N. Techeidse, president of the Petre- 
grad council, and four of his feliow dele- 
gates are going to Kronstadt Sunday te 
investigate the circumstances connected 
with the declaration of the Kronstait 
delegates, taking over control of the 
fortress. 

Iraternization between Russian sol- 
diers and troops of the central Powers 
along the Eastern front was by no 
means as general as alleged, declared 
A. F. Kerensky, the Russian Minister 
of war and Marine, in a speech deliver- 
ed at Kiev, in which he told of his re- 
cent visit to the battle front. 

Referring to the proposed constituent 
assembly in Russia, M. Kerensky said 
it could not be convoked before Novem- 
ber, as it would be impossible to take 
the population from work in the fields 
in order to hold an election.

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TAXONADS URGED 
INSTEAD OF RAISE 
IN POSTAL RATES 


Publishers Confer With Sen- 
_ators Who Are Redrafting 
War Tax Bill. 


NOT TRYING TO DODGE 
Maintain Postal Raise Would Be 


Ruinous—Bill Goes to Sen- 
ate This Week 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—War taxa- 
tion of publishers’ advertising re- 
ceipts, rather than increase of their 
postage rates, was vigorously urged 
today by representatives of national 
publishing interests at an informal 


conference with Senators who are re- 
drafting the war tax bill. 
Newspaper, magazine, trade, religi- 
ouss, farm and many other publish- 
ing interests, joined in the plea which 
will be reported to the Finance Com- 
mittee Monday when it resumes re- 
vision of the House war tax measure, 
A confidential draft of committee 
changes is being printed, and the 
committee plans to decide how pub- 
lications shall be taxed, to place the 


| bill in final form, and to report it to 


the Senate before the end of next 
week. 

Sentor Simmons, chairman of the 
Finance Committee; Senator Penrose, 
senior Republican member, and Sena- 
tor Smoot, received the publishers’ 
representatives today to thresh out 
the whole question of war taxes upon 
publications having the second-class, 
or cent-a-pound mailing rate. The 
publishers were asked to suggest a 
taxation plan and the unanimous rec- 
‘ommendation of leyying upon adver- 
tising receipts was the result after 
an hour’s discussion. The increased 
postage rates would put many pub- 
lishers out of business and could not 
be passed along, the committee was 
told, while a tax on advertising re- 
ceipts could be met by increased ad- 
vertising rates. 

The Administration’s Plan. 

The plan proposed by Senator Hard- 
wick and indorsed by the postoffice 
department, to leave present postage 
rates on news portions of publica- 
tions and heavily increase that on 
the advertising carried, was con- 
demned by the publishers as more 
detrimental to their interests than 
the House zone system, already re- 
jected by the committee. 

In asking the publishers’ views, 
Senator Simmons made it clear that 
the committee was determined to 
levy war taxes of some sort upon 
publishers. He suggested a combi- 
nation postage and advertising tax, 
but the publishers protested against 
any change whatever in mail rates. 

Senator Simmons pointed out that 
letter rates are to be increased one- 
half, postcard rates doubled and par- 
cel post shipments taxed, adding that 
there was a strong sentiment in Con- 


it nasf 


gress against excepting second class 
mail entirely from the increase. 
“Newspapers are not desirous of escap- 
ing a tax,’’ the committee was told by 
Elbert H. Baker of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association. ‘‘But we would 
rather have a direct tax on advertising 
than any change in the postage rate. 
All of us prefer to have the postage 
question to be handled separately.” 
‘This seems the: psychological time, 
however,” Senator Simmons Interjected, 
‘for publishers to accept a postage raise 


be less now than when conditions are 
changed.” 

“It is not wise or American to increase 
second-class postage,” said Allan H. 
Richardson of New York, representing 
the American Periodical Publishers’ As- 
sociation. ‘It is not justified even by 
war conditions and would be most un- 
satisfactory.”’ 

Representing trade and business publi- 
cations, J. B. Baldwin of New York, 
said while publications make compara- 
tively small use of the mails and while 
an advertising tax would impose a 
heavier burden than a postage tax, pub- 
lishers of that class, in behalf of the 
general publishing situation, would rath- 
er accept tax on advertising. 


Weekly Publishers Also Agree. 

John Schleicher of New York, and 
other representatives of weekly maga- 
zines having wide circulation, said their 
publications also prefer an advertising 
tax. 

“It is the fairest that can be devised 
for all publications,”’ said Mr. Schleich- 
er. “‘Many publishers do not use the 
mails. Many large daily newspapers use 
them little, but have enormous advertis- 
ing incomes. An advertising tax would 
hit everybody.”’ 

Hopewell Rogers of the Chicago Daily 
News said an advertising tax would af- 
fect publishers of afternoon and morn- 
ins newspapers differently, but that ‘‘no 
matter what tax is levied, some will 
have an advantage over competitors.” 


AMERICANS NOT DETAINED, 
SAYS A GERMAN OFFICIAL 


They Are Free to Depart and Must 
Conform Only to Fixed Regula- 
tions, He Declares. 
BERLIN, via London, June 2.—The 
German Government's desire to facili- 
tate the departure of Americans wishing 
to leave Germany was reiterated today 
by Baron von Dem Bussche-Haddenhau- 
sen, under secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, in a statement to the Associated 

Press. 

“Rumors that we are intentionaily 
detaining citizens of your country are 
wholly without foundation,’’ said the 
Baron. “As has been explained re- 
peatedly, citizens of all neutral and hos- 
tile countries desiring to,leave Germany 
must conform to fixed military pass- 
ports and regulations, restrictions which 
also rigidly apply to our own citizens 
desiring to cross the frontiers or leave 
on vacation trips. It is quite plain that 
the routine ceremonies involved in the 
issuance of such passports not only are 
time-consuming, but frequently are at- 
tended by petty annoyances which are 
apt to be misinterpreted 

*“‘Not only are Americans perfectly free 
to leave Germany, but they will be ac- 
corded the same official accommodations 
that we extend to subjects of other 
countries as well as to our own peo- 
ple. : 

“The fact that Americans constantly 
are leaving Germany would seem to in- 
dicate that we are not making attempts 
to detain them unduly or to show inten- 
tional discrimination. We trust the 
samne accommodating attitude is being 
assumed toward our citizens in the 
United States.’’

How Gen. Lyon Became Hero. 

‘““Jen. Lyon was in those days what as 
{ judge, Gen. Pershing is now—e soldier 
in whom everyone had confidence as 
woroughly loyal and capable.. Lyon 
was aiman of almost insignificant ap- 
pearance, with red hair and scraggy 
beard, but he wag looked upon, by tl:e 
werman people as 2 leader, from the day 
he came here. The taking of Camp 
Jackson, May 10, 1861, made him their 
hero. 

“The headquarters of disloyal organ. 
izations was around Fifth end Pine 
streets. These organizations formed 
military bodies, as part of the State 
troops. Fred Schaefer, who was Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of BSBernstein’s »egiment, 
and later a Brigadier-General, was mus- 
tered out of the State militia because he 
tried to display the stars and stribes 
as the colors of his company. 

“Such occurrences enabled everyone to 
understand the seriousness of the situ- 
ation then. They seemed to indicate 
that the city, as a whole, was favorable 
to the Confederacy, and that we who 
favored the Union must make our ut- 
most efforts or we would be over- 


' whelmed. 


*‘Because this feeling did prevail, and 
because we did our utmost and suc- 
ceeded in overcoming this danger, the 
loyal people of the North and East were 
shown what could be done on the bor- 
der, and were aroused to mako greater 
efforts. I have been told by leaders of 
loyal opinion in the North that the 
achievement of the St. Louis Union sup- 
porters was of the greatest value there. 
‘After Camp Jackson,’ said J. Warren 
Keifer of Ohio, ‘we had to stand by you.’ 

“tT don’t think our people reulize the 
seriousness of the situation now, as they 
did then. The fighting at present is 
far away, and people do not give enough 
thought to the question, what will be- 
come of other republics if the republic 
of France is permitted to perish? 

Present War Misunderstood, 

‘The’ justification for our declaration 
of war is not understood as it ought to 
be understood, and the enthusiasm is 
not felt which should be felt over our 
country’s stand in defense of cur rights 
on the sea, and to aid and uphold the 
principles of democracy. 

“Our people should hail witn delight 
the opportunity to stand by the French 
republic in this war. For our country 
to sit @active would prove that we 
lackéd courage to defend our rights, and 
that we were more attached to the dol- 
lar than to the principles of our repub- 
lic,”

are reasonable grounds for apprehension 
in high places, but a critical examination] 
of the conditions and their causes tends 
to quiet the apprehension and to relieve 
the tension.

No _  far- 
sighted war lord sat in the midst of his 
counsellors many years ago and decreed 
that Germany should win and keep the 
friendship of Mexico. The friendship is 
a natural growth. Doubtless it has béen 
assiduously cultivated since its strength 
and vigor “were observed, but its be- 
ginning must have been hte logical re- 
sult of natural causes. 

Exploited by Forcigners. + 

Mexico is a country which always has 
heen exploited by foreigners; and doubt. 
less will be for many years to come, a 
j condition that is due to internal la& of 
| tecnchel resources, and a seeming na- 
tive reticence about initiating big en- 
terprises, Of the .foreigners who have 
entered and established businésses, near- 
ly the whole list Is embraced in Amer. 
icans, British, Spdhiards and Germans 
for we must omit the Chinese, who re- 
ceive no consideration whatever in Mex- 
ico. and are classed with the bygzards or 
the burros. 

Americans almost without exception, 
are the objects of bitter hatred by Mex- 
itans. The reasons are not essential 
ere, and a large amount of the blame 
is our own, but the condition is as stated 
and? is acknowledged by everyone of 
competent vision who has studied the 
<ase, The Britons and the Mexicans du 
not mix. An Englishman, far from home 
and thrown among a people he does not 
understand, is not a chummy person, | 
and ip addition to this, the popularity of 
certain Englishmen, like Lord Cowdray, 
with President Diaz, has thrown them 
ail into disrepute with the people. The 
Spaniard is looked upon as‘a tricky 


Screws when he has the opportunity, 
end the hereditary enemy of the coun- 
try. Revolutionary leaders alw@ys make 
it a point to loot the stores of Span- 
iards in captured towns—usually a pop- 
ular proceeding. 

The German, however, is different. 
> here is a psychological kinship between 
the Mexican and the German. They mix 
casily and pleasantly, they understand 
each other, something resembling es- 
teem brows up where the German is 
long established, and they trust each 
other, usually with subsequent minor re- 
gir¢ets on both sides. Sixty per sent of 
the business of Mexico is now in the 
hands of Germans, a remarkable cundi- 
tion of affairs and I doubt if a*paraliel 
case exists in the owrld. It is a testi- 
monial, not to the superiority of Ger- 
man methods or materials, but a sort 
of affinity between Germans ye Mexi- 
cans, F 

Many Intermarried. 

The early Germans who ’ invaded 
Mexico had no national motive. other 
than the national profit which would 
result from their individual power and 
prosperity. Many of them married 
Mexican wives and they became Mexi- 
can in mhost of the outward evidences, 
although the difficult naturalization 
laws prevented most of them from be- 
coming Mexican citizens. Their activi- 
ties touched almost every line of busi- 
ness, but their supremacy is most ap- 
parent in financial affairs and tn the 
machinery and hardware trade, in which 
lines they have specialised. The ramifi- 
cations of German financial institutions 
reach t oall parts of the country: the 
Bank of Sonora, far instance, the strong- 
est institution on the west const, is 
owned entirely by Germans, and the 
strongest bank in the country is a Ger- 
man institution in the capital. Then, 
too, for its first two years, the Villa 
revolution was a tremendous financial 
success, what with stealing cattie, bul- 
lion and foodstuffs, printing paper 
money and levying taxes and impovsts, 
and all the mechanism and detal's of 
the financial phase of that revolution 
were handled by ’ 

The hardware and machinery factér 
is of. the highést importance. None of 
the expensive machines used in mining 
and refining operations is made’ in 
Mexico, but, together with all agricil- 
tural implements, is imported. The 
machinery trade is a rihe field and it ts 
tilled almost exclusively by Germans, 
this being especially true along the 
northern border, where it has the great- 
est significance for the United @tates. 
Hardware and machinery establishments 
in towns on the American side of the 
border from ocean to ocean are-run by 
Germans with but few exceptions. 
Some of the merchants are naturalized 
American citizens but nearly all are of 
foreign birth.

ordered to do so by Berlin. There can 
be ‘no doubt of this, but when the order 
is examined more closely much of its 
sanguinary tinge fades. There was) 
nothing else to do. The order, always 
a powerful thing among Germans, may 
be two years old. It would say: ‘‘In' 
case the United States enters the war 


against Germany, all reservists in that | 


country will report as soon as ssible 
to consuls or other agents in exico.”’ 
The reservists expected to be interned 
if they remained in the Unite dSiates. 
They could not go ta Canada, which 
also was at war, the route to Germany 
was closed to them, so there was no 
haven but Mexico. Stubborn circum- 
stance sent them to the one country 
where they could best strike a blow for 
the Fatherland. No one knows today 
how many Germans there are in Mex- 
ico. My guess would be 15,000—not an 
alarming number in point ef force; but 
as seeds of trouble it can become bother- 
some. 

One of our national American cus- 
toms ip to underrate the opposition. Of- 
ficers of eur army find pleasure in say- 
ing that the Mexicans are not soldiers, 
that their appearance is convincing on 
this point: they are dirty, they dg not 
stand up and salute like soldiers, they 
eahnot shoot, they fight all day and no- 
body is hyrt, they will not stand before 
the fire of trained troops and they are 
deficient in courage. These and many 
simifar assertions are made. Now the 
most of these assumptions are not true, 
Thé Mexican armies, espectally Obre- 
gon's armies, are made up of good gol- 
diers. They have not the martial ap- 
pearance of our men, they are slovenly 
at galuting, and the drill is such as is 
best suited to the hot climate, but it fits 
them for their irreguiar.warfare. They 
can shoot straight and they do shoot 
straight. When two Mexican armies 
fight all day. there is a sufficiency of 
dead and wounded to mark the place, 
They atand under fire, even when their 
own officers are down, a capacity that 
was ehowh at Carrizal, where Capt. 
Boyd of the American punitive expedi- 
tion, in attempting to force his way 
thfetgh a superior Mexican force, was 
kille@ and hig caveiry well whipped. 
Thesé are things we do not like to dwell 
upon, but they are stubborn facts wihch 
must be met. Such conditions should 
be acknowledged and analysed, that a 
recurren@e may be prevented. 

Mapped Nerthern Mexico, 

The German reservists flowing to Mex- 
ico age potentially better soldiers than 
the -Mexicans, but they have not had 
thé practical experience which the Mex- 
icans have had, for Mexican soldiers 
now in the field have had five years of 
actual Warfare. These Germans, how- 
ever, are men any commander would be 
glad to have in his army, and most like- 
ly they will become attached to the de 
facto torees. For the German, usually 
is @ poor revolutionist, as his sympathies 
aré trained to coincide with the estab- 
lished power. But once in Mexico, he 
can be relied upen to do whatever is 
best for Germany. Thus the departure 
of German reservists from the United 
States is caleylated to aid Caranza. 
With them he would be able to inflict 
greater punishment on the border towns, 
and he could give us a little stiffer fight 
im cage of war between the United States 
and Mexico. There are, however, only 
a few German officers in the Mexican 
army, aecerding to the best inforenen | 
obtainable. Whether they were placed 
there by the German Government is in 
Goudt; I do not believe so, but suspect 
that they are adventurers or fugitives 
who have found berths with the Mexi- 
cans. 

It possibly will be seen from the fore- 
going that the Mexican border, which is 
always a ticklish spot with us, is now 
more than ever @ danger sons. We are 
at war with a great and powerful nation 
overseas, and a small end touchy nation 
nearby is able to deliver a more stinging 
blow than formerty.

GERMAN RESERVISTS 
FAIL IN THEIR WAR 
MISSION IN MEXICO 


Centinued from Preceding Page. 


But the able work of the army comes to 
naught an the situation is saved for the 
United States because the diplomatic 
end of the German machine failed in its 
part of the work. This has happened 
before in German affairs. If the situa- 
t.on becomes desperate again, it will be 
because of things done by Mexicans or 
Americans, not because of things done 
by Germane. The failure of Germany. to 
make its diplomatic friendship sure hus 
rendered useless and worthless all the 
efforts of thé military. The blundering 
Zimmerman note was only a hurried and 
desperate attempt to bring about an al- 
liance that should have been made two 
years ago if the military program was 
to be. supported properly, and it showed 
on its face that the needful diplomatic 
preparation had not been made. Indeed 
I believe it is beyond the power of the 
Germans now on the American conti- 
nent, and probably beyond any other 
human power, to. combine and weld the 
various revolutionary factions in Mexicu. 
Their chiefs are many and none has any 
particular power. Any dangerous blow 
at the United States must be launched 
from Mexico City. 

Mexican diplomacy is a “penouth and 
slickery’’ thing. Mexico City, usually, 
makes Washington look silly in a letter- 
President Carranza is 
an old man of many faults, but of 4 
bull-headedness which is a shining vir- 
tue, a trait, in many cases, fhat ad- 
mirably takes the place of force and 
ability. He appreciates, and’ Gen. Obre- 
gon, commander of his armies and his 
Secretary of War and Navy, appreciates 
even snore fully, that if Mexico. stays out 
of trouble with the United States now, 
the prospect for a continued peace is 
very bright, but that if Mexico does get 
in now as an enemy of the United 
States, no matter what the outcome of 
the European war, a tremendous house- 
cleaning will take place in Mexico. I 
have unquestioned authority for the 
statement that Obregon has striven 
earnestly to have Mexico declare sym- 
pathy with the United States in going t» 
war with Germany. ‘The announcement 
of neutrality was Carranza’s idea and 
he doggedly clung to it. 


Cannot Cause Much Trouble. 


Germany, therefore, no longer has the 
power to cause us much trouble in 
Mexico, Her financial resources are 
limited on this side of the water, and 
she cannot transport arms and ammuni- 
tion in sufficient quantities to make an 
offer of such assistance attractive to 
Mexico. Submarine bases, of course, 
may be established along the Mexican 
coast, and Governors of Mexican states 
may wink at them. The destruction of 
such bases, however, is an easy task 
for our navy, for the central Mexican 
Government has no ships with which 
to protect its neutrality. 

“German influence” in Mexico City re- 
cetves much notice in American news- 
papers. It is always about to do some- 
thing particularly destructive to Ameri- 
can interests, and its power is small or 
great as each individual piece of writing 
finds it necessary to magnify or min- 
imize it. I confess that I do not know 
how powerful this influence is, but I am 
confident that its strivings will be use- 
lees as long as the fron band around 
the German empire continues to tighten 
ite grip. {'f Germany should succeed in 
loosening this choking band by striking 
down one of its enemies, and should ap- 
pear to be winning the war, German in- 
fluence tn Mexico City would strengthen 
accordingly, and in the event of a Ger- 
man victory, Mexico might become over- 
confident and force a war with the 
United States. But Mexico will not cast 
ite lot with one international outlaw 
which the rest of the world has com- 


bined to crush; it certainly will not whtls | 


the one outlaw is losing: the tiles be- 
tween Germany and Mexico are not 
strong enough for that.

“Advertising Lower Cost of Distribv- 
tion” was selected as the theme of the

does not advertise. Advertising has 
reduced the cost of selling, in that the 
product is made known to the buying 
public through advertising channels. 
The advertised article is half sold an 
requires less individual effort on the 
part of the personal salesman. 

The public hag confidence in the wide. 
ly advertised product, and this is large- 
ly due to the work of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of the World, which 
insists that the manufacturer's product 
shall absolutely measure up to aff aa- 
vertined statements; that the ideals con- 
ceived by the founders of thie great 
educational g@nd constructive body sha‘: 
be preserved. 

This acumen is the result of con- 
stant study and research. Every suc- 
cessful advertising campaign is the 
product of weeks, months, perhaps a 
year’s careful study, analysis and prep- 
aration, not of one individual, but by 
several persons. The product of not one 
but many minds, the best thought of 
each compounded inte a perfect whole. 
The advertisink organization must be 
composed of men who possess an in- 
exhaystibie fund of general taforma- 
tion, keen merchandising sense. quick 
comprehension and most important of 
all analytical minds.

The copy is dissected and analysed, 
commended er condemned; or perhaps 
it may be shelved, much as @ chemist 
sets aside his experiment for months 
to let “tt ripen,”’ when it is again taken 
down and the entire advertising staff 
will take turns in “shooting” at.tt for 
the second time. More study and further 
investigation may be deemed necessary 
by the powers that be—which may be 
the president of the organization, the 
artist, writer or salesman, for be jt 
ever remembered that the great ard 
interesting advertisements, which hold 
the attention of the reading and buying 
public are composite preductions of 
many minds—and further consideratiun 
ig given the subject. 

The investigation may take advertis- 
ing experis to the mines, the forests, the 
agricultural districts, into cities; the 
study and research may lead to a study 
cf the Bible, ancient histery, medicine.

RAILWAY SUPPLIES BUSINESS 
VOLUME GROWS TO $18,000,000 
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Exports to Europe Small, but South 
and Central America Bought 
Large Quantities. 

St. Louis is one of the most important 
points in the United States for the manu- 
facture and distribution of railway su)- 
plies, and the total volume of business 
in these lines in 1916 was the largest vn 
record, exceeding by 50 per cent the 

business of 1915. 

Beginning the year with a good in- 
crease, each month’s business was lar zer 
than the one which preceded it, and 
prospects are bright for again breaking 
all records in 1917. 

There was practicaily no export busi- 
ness to Europe, but South and Central 
America took large quantities of railway 
supplies, and it is estimated that -ne 
total volume of business in 1916 amount- 
ed to over $18,000;000.

Advertising women will have a part 
in the thirteénth annual convention of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World which will be held in St. Louis 
this week. The Advertising Women’s 
Conference will meet in the Advertising 
Club headquarters, Mercantile Club 
building, Seventh and Locust streets, 
Monday afternoon, at 2 o'clock, vune 4, 

Conference is composed of six dis- 
tinctive advertising women’s organiza- 
tions affiliated with the Associated Ad- 
vertising Clubs of the World.. Some of 
the men's affiliated advertising clubs 
admit women actively engaged in the 
advertising profession to full member- 
ship. This privilege.is a matter of local 
policy. 

The Advertising Club of St. Louis does 
not admit women to membership. The 
member of .the Women’s Advertising 
Club of St. Louis, however, are admitted 
to all business sesions, and entertain- 
ments, and to all departmentals of the 
A. A. C. of W. at its thirteenth annual 
convention, 

Many Women Succeed. 

A large number of women have entered 
the advertising field and many are en- 
tirely successful. It is but natural that 
a woman should succeed in the adver- 
tising profession, in that & per cent of 
the incomes are dispersed by women, 
and a clever woman advertising writer, 
the women argue, know better the text 
that would appeal to women than men. 
Women are writing all lines of udver- 
tising, from household commodities and 
conveniences to safety razors, men’s 
wearing apparel, automobiles and heavy 
machinery. 

Miss Jane J. Martin, New York, ad- 
vertising manager for the =perty-Hutch- 
inson Co., is the chairman of the Adver- 
tising Women’s Conference. ‘She is one 
of the highest saiaried advertising 
writers in this country, as she receives 
$10,000 a year. She started as a $10 a 
week stenographer. In a recent inter- 
view Miss Martin said. 

“I believe there is a big field for 
women in advertising. There are about 
0 advertising women in New York, in- 
cluding ten or a dozen managers. The 
rest are agency women, artists, layout 
women and solicitors. Women have 
official standing in the Associated Ad- 
vertising Clubs of the World. 

“There has -been a prejudice against 
women in advertising, but it is dis- 
appearing. More than 50 per cent of the 
business men of today are willing to let 
a woman go just as far as her ability 
will take her.

but a natural development of the needs 
and growth of advertising and its im- 
portance to the business world. 


The conclusions of its present attain- 
ment as a national organization are ab- 
solute and obvious. It has enjoyed a 
large success from year to year be- 
cause it has put into practice what it 
has preached and advertised. 

The Advertising Clubs of the Worid 
have concerned their activities with all 
problems of advertising with efficiency, 
with economy and utility as related to 
human progress and prosperity. The 
importance of these conventions have 
been too broad to be weighed by the 
scales of money and too important to be 
determined by anything short of man- 
hood development. The business man, 
the manufacturer, the publisher, the 
newspaper man, men at the head of 


‘large commercial enterprises and other 


organizations, men who buy, sell and 
create advertising have attended and 
participated in these conventions from 
year to year with increased interest and 
returned to their homes and places of 
business fully satisfied with the informa- 
tion and knowledge gained thereby. 
First Organization in 1905. 

The idea of the organization was 
planned out by Charles H. Jones, at 
that time a St. Louis man, wha was 
editor and publisher of an advertising 
journal called “The Ad Writer.” Be- 
fore Mr. Jones left St. Louis and re- 
moved his paper to Chicago I was called 
into his office one day and he proceeded 
to read to me an outline of his plan for 
the proposed Federation‘of Advertising 
Clubs of America. .Being Secretary of 
the St. Louis Ad Men’s League at that 
time, he was anxious to know what I 
thought of the plan and desired to know 
if it would be possible'to enlist the sup- 
port of the members of the St. Louis Ad 
Men’s League in helping to organize the 
Association as soon. as he_was located 
in Chicago and could also enlist the sup- 
port of the Chicago Ad Clun in the 
movement, 

The call went out from Chicago. It 
was a clarion call to arms to defend 
and promote good advertising, and on 
Oct. 12-14, 1906, the first convention and 
organization of the Federated Adver 
tising Clubs was held in Chicago, at 
the time of the first ad show, in the 
Coliseum Building, and where several 
hundred advertising men from differ- 
ent parts of the country were in at- 
tendance at that time. In 1906 the sec- 
ond annual convention was held in St. 
Louis and the name of the association 
was changed to the Associated Adver- 
tising Clubs of America. 

At Chicago at the initial formation 
the St. Louis Ad Men’s League was 
represented by some 25 delegates and 
were second in numbers to the Chicago 
delegation. Cincinnati, Indianapolis an. 
other cities promised to send good-sized 
delegations, but were quite limited in 
numbers. There were also a scattering 
of delegates from Peoria, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Pittsburg, Minneapolis, Daven- 
port, Elkhart, Milwaukee, Quincy and 
New York. In addition to St. Louis 
being selected as the city for the second 
annual convention for 1906, the writer 
served as the first secretary at the or- 
ganization in Chicago and John Phil- 
lips of the St. Louis Ad Men’s League 
was elected as the first tfeasurer.

Entry in War. 


By EDGAR GENGENBACH, 


Industrial Commissioner of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce. 

Industrial dog days are over so far as 
St. Louis is concerned. No more cf 
those lean seasons of the year when the 
force is cut down and the extra help is 
laid off. Unpreceaented prosperity, 
scarcity of workmen, amazing foreign 
trade and stupendous production are tre 
stylish “phrases in industrial St. Louis 
these days. 

The entrance of the United States into 
the war has not affected this situation, 
because no necessity exists for retrenca- 
ment as applied to the production of 
goods in common demand, and St. Lou: 
is mainly a manufacturer of “staples.”’ 

St. Louis has prospered wonderfully in 
the last decade in an industrial way be- 
The development of 
new markets with a great purchasing 
power, and the dispatch and cheapness 
with which raw material can be assem- 
bled and the finished product sent out. 

There is a universal law which con- 
trols the loca‘ion of industries, and that 
is: Humanity ever follows the trend of 
the greatest profits in return for the en- 
ergies expended. Factories depend upon 
the easiest available market. Whence 
comes this consuming population with 
the cash to buy? Let’s find out. 

City’s Best Customers. 

‘The best customers for any great city 
market are direct producers ‘rom the 
soil and the retail merchants ct their 
country market, and power of a great 
city to increase its sales depends on the 
increase of their power to buy. They are 
increasing their power in the St. Louis 
territory faster than this city can deliver 
the goods. Tt is no wonder that St 
Louis is the great home market of the 
North American continent, wher the city 
fs commercially and geographically the 
center of such a vast and rich market. 

Proximity to and cost of raw inaterigl, 
proximity to an economic selling inarket 
of consumption, available domestic labor 
and good living conditions are briefly 
the reasons for St. Louis’ supremacy in 
an industrial way. 

The Mississ{ppi Valley, in which St. 
Louls is the great_recognized centray 
market, is the chief producing section of 
this great country. Of all the farms 1:: 
the United States, 70 per cent are found 
in the valley; of the farm value, 6&9 per 
cent; of the wheat production, 76 per 
cent; of livestock, 72 per cent: of corn, 
8 per cent: of cattle, 74 per cent; of 
sheep, 52 per cent, and of hogs, 81 per 
cent. 

Aside from this great centralization of 
food production, 55 per cent of the wool 
is purchased in the valley, 7per cent of 
the cotton, 47 per cent of the lumber, 69 
per cent of the petroleum and 6 per 
cent of the bitumninous coal. 

There afe 40,000,000 persons living with - 
in 500 miles of St. Louis, who can be 
reached by the shortest hau! over its 
waterways and its 27 trunk lines of rail- 
road. ‘To haul merchandise from wita- 
out the zone of St. Louis’ trade market 
from the East and West means a loss of 


money, because these people can only 
be reached economically from their greai 
central source of supplies, St. Louis. 
The trade territory of St. Louis is thus 
an ideal home market for manufactured 
goods; first, it has the largest local de- 
mand with the least local competition, 


stuffe and raw materials. 


of the city as any other unit, covers 
part of St. Clair and Madison Counties 
im Illinois.. East St. Louis is as much a 
part of Greater St. Louis as Bruoklyn ia 
of New York. The population in this 
Greater St. Louis district, which coveis 
over 260 square miles, is more than a 
million. 

St. Louis has 3300 factories, employing 
150,000 persons, and pays to them $16.- 
000,000 a year. The products manufac- 
tured in the St. Louis district yearly 
are valued at $641,185,423. 


Grain in Railroad Tonnage. 
Railroad tonnage is an excellent yard- 


stick by which to measure a city’s great- 
ness. The receipts and shipments* for 
1916 show a gain of % per cent. The 
gain in bank clearings in a like time war 
more than 2 per cent. 

Perhaps the greatest asset St. Louis 
has for future greatness is the solid and 
gtowing purchasing power developing 
A@ily in its trade territory. 

Where else has there been such de- 
velopment, such progress? There is the

the Miami zine fields, a short time ago 
pasture land, and now shipping 7,090,000 
and more pounds of ore weekly; the 
drainage district in Southern Missouri, 
where one single project is opening up 
half a million acres of new land at a 
cost of $6,000,000; two counties in Missour! 
raised over 60,000 bales of cotton last 
year—at $90 a bale that would be $5,000, vy) 
in spending money. 

It takes 29 through package cars daily 
to carry goods into this one drainage 
section alone. This development is cre- 
ating an enormously large and wealthy 
market for St. Louis-made goods. 

The citv has a 19-mile water frontage 
on the Mississippi River, with over 350 
miles of single-track electric lines inside 
the city limits and 120 miles of electric 
railway in St. Louis County, connecting 
it with Missouri suburbs. St. Louis uses 
£0,000-horsepower of electricity from the 
«Keokuk Dam, and has aviliable an un- 
limited supply from this source at a Very 
cheap rate. 

St. Louis right now is working to its 
capacity industrially. Orders for the 
army, for ordinary demand and for for- 
eign trade are crowding the production 
of the local factories. The floor space 
has been increased, new machines added 
and capitalization increased in a large 
number of established concerns. 

While the war is creating a great 
amount of business, its cessation will not 
in any great degree affect the demand 
for St. Louis products. The 2 cities into

St. Louis.

becomes the important feature of 
transportation. The merchants and 
manufacturers of St. Louis are amply 
prepared to supply all such demands, 
and through their activities in con- 
nection with the Chamber of Com- 
merce, their customers’ interests are 
guarded until the goods are delivered. 
St. Louis ts peculiarly fortunate 4n 
being served by 25--steam railroads 
and a very extensive trolley system, : 
reaching by direct lines, under sin~-' 
gle management, the Atlantic, Paci- 
fic, Gulf and Great Lakes. These 
railroads thus serving St. Louis’ di- 
rectly, own and have under their im- 
mediate control, 750,000 cars. They 
move in and out of this city daily ap- 
proximately 20,000 cars, carrying an 
aggregate annual tonnage of 66,000,- 
000 tons. Of these St. Louis distrib- 
utes independently of carload ship- 
ments, to approximately 800 principal 
points in the United States, between 
1200 and 1600 package cars daily. 
These cars are loaded to a minimum 


preparations. In the midst of the 
world-wide struggie the two im- 
portant factors of commerce—car 
riers and the shippers—are so well 
prepared and have co-operated to 
such an extent in this city that 
they ‘have effectually met the pres- 
ent emergency.

The railroads and the shippers of 
St. Louis also are served by a ter- 
minal system the superior of which 
does not exist in any other city in 
this country. This terminal with its 
325 miles of track and 152 locomo- 
tives, may be said to: be the heart of 
the transportation system of 5t.

junction with the Traffic Bureau of 
the Chamber. This earnest, system- 
atic co-operation which has _ pre- 
vailed here virtually since the Traf- 
fic Bureau was established 10 years 
ago, has resulted in bringing the 
carriers and shippers so close to- 
gether that they work as a unit with 
respect to transportation as it effects 
the commerce of St. Louis. 

Another result of this co-operation is 
the fact that now, when we are in the 
midst of the world-wide strugglé, these 
two important elements of commerce 
are so well prepared, and have so ef- 
fectually met the present emergency 
that it can be said of St. Louis that it 
is the only important city which has} 
not been seriously affected by conges- 
tion of freight traffic. It is the only 
city or important gateway which has 
escaped embargoes. 

In addition to these rail facilities, St. 
Louis has the benefit of regular boat 
service between St. Louis, Peoria, Kan- 
sas City and intermediate points, and 
between St. Louis and New Orleans and 
intermediate points and points on the 
Tennessee River.

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EN. PERSHING’S army of 40,000 in Europe 
will consume approximately 2400 tons of 
food a month, exceeding in weight nine 
monster mogul passenger locomotives. If 
loaded on a train for transportation at 
‘one time, this amount of foodstuffs would 
fill 96 box cars to capacity. 

The average soldier requires about four pounds of food 
a day, and figuring on this basis, Pershing’s mem will dis- 
pose of 80 tons every 24 hours. Thus it can be seen 
that the provisioning of an army of 40,000 men, far from 
its base, becomes a nice little problem in itself for the 
War Department. These figures, of course, do not take 
into account other necessities of an army, such 48 mu- 
nitions, guns and ordnance, clothing and shoes, which 
make an item as large or greater than 
the food supply. One ship of 10,000 tons, 
carrying foodstuffs to capacity, sunk by 
a submarine or mine, would mean the 
loss of provisions sufficient to feed such 
an army for four months. 

As Pershing’s mén will be supplied 
with American food, destined solely ;; 
for their consumption, the Quartermas- | 
ter and Commissary Departments have 
long been at work on. this detail of the 
expedition and naturally will exercise 
every precaution against disaster to the 
line of communication between here and 
France, in order that the men may be 
kept will fed and fit for the fight. 


An army ration, technically, is the 
allowance for the subsistence of one 
person for one day. On this basis the 
_food consumption of whole armies are 
figured to the fraction of a cent. The 
individual ration weighs four -pounds 
and costs today from 31 to 38 cents, vary 
ing with the fluctuation of army con- 
tract food prices. It contains 25 stand-

Each unit that 
messes together—company, troop or bat- 
tery—is allowed one ration for every en- 
listed man (officers pay for their own 
food). 

The general mess draws its food from 
the supply officer, and against the amount 
drawn a charge sales slip is issued.

- --He did not become a Colonel until he was 
65 years old. This was his grade when 
the war broke out. 


He still retained that eR when he was 
put in command of a brigade which dis- 
tinguished itself during the long retreat 
‘from Charleroi to the Marne by repeat- 
edly turning and savagely beating back 
the enemy. Just before the battle of the 
_ Marne he was promoted to General of Di- 
vision and was sent to rally the remnants 
of the Third Corps, which had been badly 
disorganized during the retreat. He met 
the Third Corps at the Marne, took charge 
at once, and, sitting on his horse beside 
a bridge, pistol in hand, made every 
man march talmly past him and look up 
at him a& the embodiment of ‘authority. 


Gem Petain next was promoted to the 
command of an army corps. A division 
of Moroccan troops was added to the com- 
mand, giving him an army corps and a 
half, and he was told to take Carency 
and pierce the German front. Carency was 
considered impregnable. Petain went to 
the front trenches and conferred personal- 
ly with his Captains, telling them what toe 
do and instilling into them one of his pre- 
cepts, which is: “Never attack -blindly, 
but always have a definite purpose in 
view.”” Carency was taken in three hours 
and the German front was broken. 


After this feat, Petain was given com- 
mand of an army. It was Petain’s army 
which smashed the Germans and took 
most of the prisoners and cannon in 
Champagne. For that Gen. Joffre gave 
him the armies of Verdun and for what he 
accomplished there he has succeeded Jof- 
fre himself, after Gen...Nivelle had been 
given a tryout and found wanting. 

After Verdun, Gen. Petain was sent to 
Rumania with instructions to attempt to 
bring order out of the chaos into which 
that country had fallen, and several sto- 
ries of what he did there have reached 
the United States. They can best be ap- 
preciated when a little is known of the 
man himself. 

“He is both loved and feared by his sol- 
diers,” it has been said of him. “His 
commands are like whiplashes, and he 
stands on ho ceremong or ethics.

“Plan of retreat?” gasped Iliescu, “why we haven't 
anticipated that in the organization of, the war.” 

Then Gen. Petain uttered these now famous words: 

“Great heavens! This is the most splendid mili- 
tary disorganization I have ever geen.” 

Col. Nicholas Prassa, a Rumanian officer who dis- 
tinguished himself in the Rumanian campaign, was 
with his command in the vicinity of Caineni when 
Gen Petain suddenly appeared. 

“How many mitrailleuses have you at 
your disposal?” he asked. 

“Three,” replied Prassa. 

Gen. Petain searched his face, he ex- 
amined him from head to foot, but with 
icy skepticism. 

“Three, did you say ?”’ 

‘Yes, General.” 

“You need 40.”

“Then you should have commanded,” 
roared Petain. ‘““What are these Ministers 
for, anyway? You should have told them 
point blank that if you did not get what 
you asked for you were lost. It’s aston- 
ishing how you managed to hold out as 
you did without the proper guns,” he 
added in a softer voice. “I'll see to it 
myself,” and with extraordinary rapidity 
he took action and the mitrailleuse ar- 
rived, but it was too late. 


It is said that despite his 61 years, Gen. 
Petain has the vigor of a man of 50. This 
doubtless is true, for he keeps himself 
always in splendid physical trim, but one 
of his own officers has exploded stories 
about the General skipping a rope for 10 
minutes every morning, climbing trees, 
making long hikes in the rain, and other 
stunts of like difficulty for a man of his 
years. It also has heen said that he 
weighs his food carefully at meals. 


“T hate lived with him for three years,” 
said this officer, “and I can promise you 
he eats a square meal like you and me 
and any other man. Nor is hea food 
crank or an athletic crank or any other. 
kind of a crank, but an exceptionally 
well balanced man who has become what 
he has incessantly striven to make him- 
self—a perfect military leader. If he is a 
remarkable horseman and fences admir- 
ably with both hands and keeps himself 
always in splendid trim, it is because all 
that is in accordance with his conception 
of what an officer should be. His phys- 
ical proclivities are only a minor part of 
him. In fact, everything in him is sub- 
ordinated to the demands of his profes- 
sion. That is the key of his character: 
mastery and perfection of self. How 
often has he told us that it is the duty 
of an officer to think and dream battles! 
He told me himself that he had studied 
minutely over 500 tactical and strategic 
encounters and that J should do likewise, 


“Of course, like all of us,.he has been 
trained in the Napoleonic classics, but 
his favorite military author is Ardant du 
Picg. Then, too, he is a great admirer of 
Bushido, the code of honor of the Jap- 
anese samurai. I should say that it has 
had-a great influence upon his own edu- 
cation. And I know he was always ham- 
mering into us, not to worry so much 
about drill and formulas of command, but 
to perfect ourselves as tacticians and in- 
spire in. our men three things—patience, 

tenacity and self-sacrifice. ‘A troop be- 
comes invincible,’ he used to say, ‘when, 
prepared in advance to sacrifice itself, it 
determines to make the enemy pay for 
its sacrifice the dearest possible price.’ I 
think he lived up to that precept at Ver- 
dun. 

“And again, he was a great stickler for 
speed. He incessantly advocated the reduction of the 
knapsack, not out of consideratfon for the man, you 
understand, but to speed up the march. Another fa- 
vorite maxim with him was: “The constant accelera- 
tion of speed is one of the laws of progress.’ And in 
this respect I remember his injunction to us officers 
about our horses: ‘You have a horse; use it. Don’t 
just. Sit on. it and let it carry you around. Get away 

from. your ‘men at times; be your own scout.’ He 
Js an omhiverous reader of all kinds of literature and 
. a brilliant.conversationalist. 

“Business is business with Petain. He hates ‘hot 
air’ and he can be’as silent as the Sphinx, and when 
you are with him you don’t speak first, but he is not 
a ‘silent man.’. Behind bis frigid exterior there is a 
heart, as many. of us can testify personally. Of course, 
there is a distinct line between him and his officers. 
We are here and he is thére. He is very generous 
with his invitations to dine, and sociable and friendly,

HE author of this article is a young American 
who has spent most of his time since the 
war started with the British Patrol Fleet, 
taking part in helping to organize that 

branch of the service known as the Sea Slugs. 

He has accumulated a remarkable collection of 
anecdotes, incident to this exciting branch of the 
service, and many of these were personal adventures 
in which he took part, and which make one of the 
most stirring narratives to come out of the war. He 
recently returned to the United States to assist the 
American Navy in organizing the same branch of the 
service, and should be of great value because of .his 
experience abroad. .So far as known, he is the only 
‘American to serve with the British Patrol. Of course 
some of his experiences, of military value to the 
enenmy, cannot be related. At the request of the 
Service, publication of his name is withheld:

O far as the navy is concerned, the destroy- 
ers are bearing the brunt of this war. 

Their speéd, their shallow draft, their 
ability to approach like a thief in the night, 
smash their enemy and get away again, 
makes‘them capable of being used where 
a heavier, more powerful vessel would be 
valueless. Besides, the loss of a destroyer is as 
nothing compared to the loss of a battleship or a 
cruiser. 

The best opportunity I had to observe the destroy- 
ers was at Dover. [ ate dinner one night in the 
wardroom of a destroyer of the tribal class. I will 
not mention the names of the officers whose guest 
I was, because that would denote the name of the 
craft and the Admiralty would not want it known, 
in view of what happened. 

“The worst danger to us,” said-one of these, “is 
the mines. The destroyers are used to a certain ex- 
tent to search out mine fields, and it is ticklish busi- 
ness.” 

“Yes, and overhauling and searching ‘neutral’ mer- 
chant ships is not what you’d call a safety-first oc- 
cupation,” said another officer. 

“I'd rather tackle a Hun any day than a ‘neutral,’” 
said the first speaker. “There has been nothing but 
‘neutral’ ships in Dover since the war began, and 
yet we frequently find German mines laid inside the 
harbor, near the entrance.” 

“Those are probably laid by submarines,” said 
someone, “because every neutral ship that comes In 
and even all approaching the harbor, are carefully ex- 
amined and thoroughly 
searched.” 

“Yes, and a lot of good 
it does. You remember 
Commander ? He 
had just searched a neu- 
tral merchantman and 
was trailing along astern 
of her. Thought he’d 
keep her in sight for a 
few hours, just to set his 
mind easy. He was 
steaming in her very 
wake, perhaps half a mile 
astern, when, Bam! A 
mine blew in his star~ 
board bow and only the 
men who were on deck at 
the time got away before 
the destroyer sunk, nose 
down.” 


And so the talk ran. It 
was all in a cheerful 
vein. These men. dis- 
cussed war and losses 
and probabilities and per- 
centages as though it 
were all part of a great 
sporting game. They had 
only one idea behind it 
all—that was to beat the 
Germans—to out-think 
and outplay them. 
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They had invited me to make a run with them. I! 
had an Admiralty pass, and I could have done so— 
would have done it the next morning-in fact—except 
that, unexpectedly, I was called upon to make a 
test trip with some modified U-boat chasers, and I 
had to call it off. Later I wanted to decorafe that 
U-boat chaser, which kept me at home, with the 
Victoria Cross. It saved my life. 

I finished my work the next day by about 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon. As I was walking toward the de- 
stroyer basin I met a naval constructor who 
said: 

“One of the destroyers bumped a mine this morn- 
ing. Want to go down and see what it does to them?” 
I aecepted his invitation at once. 

All destroyers of a certain-tlass look practically 
alike, and I didn’t notice what. boat it was as I 
went on board the battered hulk that was lying 
canted way over to one side, with her stern all 
crumpled and sagging as though hen back had been 
broken. It looked almost as if it were going to drop 
off. 

“They hit just abreast the wardroom on the star- 
board side,” said my guide. “At least that’s where the 
force of the explosion seems to have caught her.” 

We stooped low in order to get through the twist- 
ed, fallen steel arch of the doorway. I have never 
seen so horrible a sight as the wardroom. Out of the 
battered, splattered mess there stared a face that told 
me, for the first time, it was the vessel on which I 
had eaten dinner the night before. / 

Every officer, with the exception of the navigator, 
who had been on the bridge, was in the wardroom 
when the explosion came, and not one of them sur- 
vived. It would be useless to describe the appear- 
ance of that room. The living, breathing, human be- 
ings who had filled it the night before with laughter 
and courage and hope were one shapeless mass— 
part of the twisted, broken steel. 

I went up to the hospital to see the navigating of- 
ficer, and, swathed in bandages and suffering from 
terrible burns, he told me all he knew of what had 
happened. ; 

“We were running along at fair speed,” he said, 
“with most of the crew on deck and watching out 
sharp, for I knew that sixth mine hadn’t been picked 
up, and it’s pretty safe to count on six being laid 
here every. Wednesday. The rest of the officers were 
below, poor chaps. % 

“T was swinging her around, which, I suppose, is 
what brought her stern quarter on the mine. I 
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thought a thunderclap had detonated right under my 
feet. I went spinning off the bridge like a catapult. I 
don’t pretend even to know whether I was conscious 
as I hurtled through the air, but the shock of the cold 
water brought me to. I was some yards from the de- 
stroyer and started to swim toward her. I could 
see some of the men lying on the deck, others crawl- 
ing up the companionways and some crawling about 
the deck. A very few were standing on their feet and 
doing the best they could to help the others. There 
wasn't an officer in sight. 

“My leg hurt me so that I could hardly move it, 
-but I kept on struggling. The water tasted oily, and 
I could make out that oil was escaping from the 
destroyer and spreading all over the surface of the 
sea, which was as calm as if it were a mirror. 

“Suddenly there was a flash. A little tongue of 
flame darted out of the wounded destroyer and ran 
a short way over the surface of the oily patch, then 
died. Presently came another tongue. Then half a 
dozen. A dozen! Twenty! 

“They came toward me, and I may have screamed. 
If I didn’t it was because | was too scared. I struck 
out away from the destroyer. The tongues ran to- 
ward me faster than I could swim, then seemed to curl 
back upon themselves, but only to dart out once 
more, and each time nearer to me. 

“Tf only I could get beyond that oil! The sun 
glimmered in rainbow colors on its surface, but the 
only thing it meant to me was I was still in it. The 
smell of it in my nostrils and the taste of it in my 
mouth so terrified my imagination that I could feel 
the piercing pain of burns already. I envied the men 
who had ‘been smashed to jelly quickly in the ward- 
room. 

“At last the flames were upon me. I felt them on 
my neck. I dove and drove myself forward under 
the water, but when I came up my hair was singed 
and I could smell it burning. After that, I do not re- 
member what happened. I am here; that is all I 
know.” 

I found out what had happened after my friend lost 
consciousness. He knows by now and has done 
whatever is in his power to do for the man who saved 
him. One of the matioes (sailors) who had been on 
deck, saw the officer just as the flames were reach- 
ing him. The very sea around the destroyer seemed 
on fire. It meant almost certain death to leap info 
it, but the matloe jumped. 

He swam under the water as far as he could. When 
he came up the flames were. close to him. He filled
